neers who were founding new em- 
pires, and in a few years bt* came to 
the National Capital with the bap- 
tism of the new born State, to iake 
his seat a» Senator. 


In the heat of the desperate politi- 


cal battles which were fought during 
the decade following 18CO. Governor 
Ny» was ever foremost in the conflict 
and his thrilling eloquence oi.d infi- 
nite jest, qnickened Senators and en- 
thnsed the masses from the hustings. 
Bnt time with its swift mntations, 
bronehl a different control to his lit- 
tle State, and, as age dimmed his eye 
and bowed his once erect form, power, 
place and friends deserted him, and 
sorrows came—Jn»t single spies, but 
in Initial ions.'
